Pensacola, and other Gulf coast com- 
munities. The tidal wave is so great 
that it swelled the waters of the Mis- 
sissippi as far north us Liake Ponl- 
chartrain, five miles from New 
Or- 


leans and 100 inifes from the Gulf 
coast. 
The lake suddenly rose four 


feet. 
Trees were uprooted, 
fences 


and. 
small houses were blown down 


and railroad bridges 
were 
washed 


away below New Orleans. The lines 
of the Louisville & Nashville, Mobile 
& Ohio and the New Orleans & North- 
eastern railroads 
suffered heavily. 


Wild reports of loss of life by inunda- 
tion of New Orleans and the lowlands 
of the coast are not verified, but the 
absence of news from these localities 
causes grave uneasiness.

against the United States peace com- 
missioners broke forth. Several men 
began in loud voices and at the same 
time to condemn Secretary of War 
Taft and Acting Secretary of State 
Bacon, who were declared to have 
shown partiality to the rebels and 
discrimination against the Moderates. 
The speakers shouted their denuncia- 
tions and hotly insisted that the Mod- 
erate party should appeal to the world 
"or protection against 
the 
United 


States. 


It was declared that the government 


'orces should fight to the death rather 
.ban submit to the terms insisted on. 
by the rebels, and one speaker depict- 
ed the horrors of negro domination 
which would result, he said, from 
he threatened Liberal ascendancy 
brought about with the alleged assist- 
ance of the United States. 
Some of 


he most radical asserted that the 
government has plenty of dynamite in 
Havana w-hieh should be used to pre- 
cipitate those international complica- 
ions that accrue from the destruction 
of foieigii pruperty. 
Several promi- 


icnt men said that by using dynamite 
hey could bring about intervention 
by Germany, or perhaps by Great Brit- 
ain, while others declared that they 
knew that the foreign diplomats here 
would favor such a course, and it was 
argued that the destruction of the 
German bank and the damaging of 
English railroad property would soon 
result in European intervention. Cer- 
tain American properties were spe- 
cifically mentioned as convenient for 
such attacks. 
Several speakers even 


said that they would prefer Germany 
or Great Britain in Cuba to the Unit- 
ed States. 


This talk subsided after an hour 


and a half and the meeting settled 
flown to consider whether it is possi- 
ble to reopen the negotiations with 
the peace commissioners. The one 
point on which the meeting was unan- 
imous was that the cardinal condition 
of 
the 
reopening of negotiations 


should be that the Moderates insist 
that the commissioners require the 
rebels to lay down their arms before 
proceeding to negotiate. After a brief 
consideration In which no difference 
of opinion was shown it was agreed 
that Acting Secretary of the Interior 
Montalvo should visit the commission- 
ers and acquaint them with the par- 
ty's insistence on this condition. 


Senor Montalvo proceeded to the 


United States legation and submitted 
this condition to Taft and Bacon, add- 
ing that if the proposition was not 
acceptable to them the government 
forces would refuse to lay down their 
arms or deliver them either to the 
rebels or to the commissioners. He 
reminded Secretary Taft that the com- 
mission came to Cuba ?inip:y as medi- 
ators for the pacifici'tion of 'he island

Washington, Sept. 27. — rresklem. 


Roosevelt is expected to arrive in 
Washington Monday night, and army 
officers are of the opinion that there 
will be no sensational developments 
concerning the Cuban situation before 
that time. 


The president is constantly in com- 


munication with Major-General F. C. 
Ainsworth, the military secretary, and 
Brigadier General Bell, chief of staff 
of the army. All their plans for pre- 
paring to meet any emergency in 
Cuba have been approved at Oyster 
Bay. At the president's suggestion 
officers in all parts of the "United 
States have been a'dvise'd t'o prepare 
for a call to Cuba. Although Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has constantly cau- 
tioned the army to be prepared, he 
has been unwilling to have the quar- 
termaster's department contract for 
transports and make 
arrangements 


for sending troops to Cuba. This un- 
willingness is regarded as an indica- 
tion that President Roosevelt still 
hopes to avoid landing troops. 
Th& 


war department can not prepare com- 
mercial ships for transport service in 
less than a week. 
Consequently if 


there was urgent demand for troops 
orders to rent steamers for transports 
would doubtless have been issued be- 
fore this. The army can not depend 
upon the navy for transports, and a 
score or more of merchant vessels 
must be chartered in case military 
occupation of the island is decided 
upon. 
Norfolk, Charleston, Mobile 


and New Orleans are ports mentioned 
as probable concentration points. 


While not abating the preparations, 


for transporting troops to Cuba in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the presi- 
dent, the army and navy officials here 
are still of the opinion that Secretary 
Taft will effect an arrangement which 
will obviate the necessity for landing 
United States soldiers on Cuban soil. 
They believe that events in Havana 
are shaping up in accordance withtb.8 
plans of the secretary of war and that 
while the situation appears desperate 
the aspect is really only one phase of 
the program mapped out by Secretary 
Taft. It is believed that his purpose 
was to clear the field for a complete 
reconstruction in Cuba, but that this 
did not necessarily involve interven- 
tion in the sense of armed occupation. 
President Palma's withdrawal, or at 
least that of the conservative advisers 
who surrounded him, was, however, 
believed essential to this plan. 


It is conjectured that the secre- 


tary's purpose is to carry out direct 
instructions from President Roosevelt 
and give the Cubans another chance. 
The only way this could be worked 
out. they say, would be for him to call 
together some of the most patriotic 
and judicious of the Cubans, without 
regard to party affiliations, and ask 
them to create a provisional govern- 
ment. They point out that the insur- 
gent generals could be asked to give 
their allegiance to this government, 
temporarily ai ieast, and the military 
forces of the Palma administration 
would be expected to support it; that 
the provisional government would be 
pledged to call new elections under 
conditions that would insure control 
by a majority of the Cuban people, 
and that if they fail a^ain to maintain 
order and security, then intervention 
must ensue.
